MARCH 30, 2017 COUNCIL CHAMBERS

The Township Council of the Township of Bridgewater, County of Somerset,
State of New Jersey, convened in a regular session on Thursday, March 30, 2017
at 7:30 p.m. in Council Chambers in the Municipal Complex, Bridgewater, New
Jersey 08807.

e Attended the Somerset County Planning Partners Forum as the Council
representative, where the prime issue was the Preliminary Draft for the
Somerset County Housing Element. Various Somerset County Planning
Department representatives as well as the North Jersey Transportation
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Planning Authority gave project updates

Naples about making the Bridgewater website look more like the County

Mr. Naples reported that he together with Mayor Hayes, Township attorney Savo
and Steve Rodzinak, Construction Code Official met with the residents from
Stratford Place regarding a concern with their fire suppression system. They had
a productive and positive meeting looking at ways we can assist them, the
affordable housing being a consideration. They will be sending us documentation
showing their most recent cost estimates and then we will determine how best
to move forward.

2017 MUNICIPAL BUDGET

Natasha Turchan, Director of Finance was present for this discussion. She fielded
questions from Council about the proposed 2017 municipal budget in order to
better understand the budget and allocation of monies. Following the
discussion, Council requested that representatives of the Court and Public Works
Departments be present at the next Council meeting to discuss their respective
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budgets.

On motion of Councilman Norgalis, seconded by Councilman Moench, the
meeting was opened to the public.

Members of the public wishing to address the Council on any matter will be
allowed two minutes to speak, unless there are unusual circumstances.

Laura Grifa, Esq. an attorney at Archer & Greiner in Hackensack was present on
behalf of FSG, Bridgewater Hotel who will be opening a Hampton Inn hotel on
Route 22 West in Bridgewater within the month. She was present to introduce
her client to Council and discussed the contribution they will be making to the
Township. Ms. Grifa was also complimentary of the Township Staff, especially
Detective Peter Ochs.

Ms. Grifa stated that hotels with an excess of 101 rooms are eligible for a liquor
license that can be issued by the municipality and as such has learnt there will
be a fee associated with their application and requested to be advised promptly
about that fee as they would like to be in operation within the month. She also
discussed the type of service that their hotel will be offering noting there will
be 133 rooms but with a very small hospitality element that includes a
complimentary breakfast, no restaurant and no formal bar. The public space is
quite small as the hotel is geared towards travelers and short stay people.

Township Attorney Savo explained that the liquor license application will not
prevent this hotel from acquiring their Certificate of Occupancy. He added the
new provision that allows a municipality to present a liquor license fee for new
hotels is unfortunately quite extensive but we will do everything we can to work
swiftly with the applicant.

On motion of Councilman Moench, seconded by Councilman Norgalis, the public
comment portion was closed.
